The Security Index at Los Angeles novi contains 
approximately 3>200 cards. The residence and employment 
reflected on these cards i,s re-determlned semi-annually. 
This re-determination, plus the regular checks for nev/ 
aliases, changes In DETCCI-l and/or COMSAB status and the 
like causes the submission of 300 FD-122»s-per month for 
changes on the Security Index Cards. 

On receipt of the new, changed Security Index 
Cards from the Bureau, the photograph and description on 
the old Security Index Cards are transferred to the new 
cards. The photograph transfer is simply effected by re- 
stapling. Transfer, hov/ever, of a complete description, 
such as is contained on an FD-186, requires approximately 
five minutes » typing for each card. The Los Angeles office, 
therefore, v;ould spend 6.25 days per month for one clerk on 
the transfer of such maximum descriptions. This effort 
could be cut fifty percent by the adoption of the following 
suggestion: 

- An unexecuted description In the style and order 
of an FD-186 could be printed on the 5x8 cards at the 
Bureau prior to the IBM operation on their face. The 
advantages v/ould be: 

1« A standard description form (comparable 
to the FD-186) would be on the back of 
each Security Index Card, insuring a 
description of the maximum qualiuy. 
Use of the present stamp authorized 
for the back of the photograph does 
not give complete descriptive information. 

2,' ^A time-consuming typing Job (the left 
:■, column Of thc^ description) would be 
reduced to an efficient printing step. 
V This would eliminate fifty percent of 
-V.the typing done on the Security Index 
Card* and for the Los Angeles Division 
would amc^nt to a saving In clerical 
time of seventy-five v/orking days 
annually and a saving of about. $1,000.00. 
Throughout the field, a saving of thirty 
cents per Security Index Card per year 
should be effected.

of a subject, it is su-gested that FD-15'- conform v/ith the securit; 
index card by listing emplo;s^.ent first and then residence. 

Form FD-154 requires verification of a subject's preceni 
residence and emolo^'Tnent, a notation being made as to the person 
m.alcin^ veri:^ication, the method of verification, and the date. 
The form which is now used does not separai^e the verification of 
residence from the verification of e:::pl.!:"ment . It is believed 
such a seoaration v;ould add clarity - .:ince, in a number of case:^. 
the date and the method of verification as tc residence is not 
the same as the date and the m.ethod of verification as to em.ploy- 
ment. In some cases, particularly those cases in '.vhich a subject 
resides in one state and is employed in another stata, the Agent 
or person by v.-hom. verification is made is not th.e sa-.-.e.
